“The fundamental line of defense | 


for the United States is its farms. | 


“The might of America had its 
beginning in agriculture and today 
the dominant position of this na- 
tion is to be found in the inex- 
haustible resources of our American 
soil and the farmers who till it. 


“Materials for food and cloth- 
ing come directly from the soil. 
Many essential raw materials are 
now raised on American farms. In 
fact, agricultural production is our 
life line. No nation in time of peace 
or aggression is greater than its 
food supply. 

“The American farm produces 
more than this, however. It pro- 
duces stable, clear-thinking citizens. 
They bolster the morale of our na- 
tion. They lead us in the determin- 
ation of national policies.” 

That statement is both a tribute 
and a challenge to the farming in- 


dustry. Certainly, it serves to fo- } 


cus attention on the major job 
which confronts agriculture as the 


monopoly,” said Mr. Miller. 


“This is no wild dream. Country 
after country in Europe has lost its 
rights of individual enterprise only 
to wake up too late under one kind 
of statism or other and with free | 
enterprise a thing of the past. 

“We all have seen various meas- 
ures of regulation and control in our 
own country. It is easier to see them 
than to realize the disappearance of 
our free enterprise so dearly won 
and preserved under the American 
way of life. 


“Few kinds of business have not 
felt the pressure. Ever since the| 
NRA, there have been repeated at- 
tacks on business by-state and na- | 
tional governmental officials, few 
of whom are men of business or 
other practical experience. Every 
business man knows of these at- 
tacks. No time at this moment to 
cite them. But only two fields have 
remained unscathed in this series 
of assaults—the press and insurance. 
Both of these are last-ditch stands 
against statism.” | 

In bringing home the situation, 
Mr. Miller said that in California 
right now, the objective of some of 
those who believe in bureaucracy is 
;an active and public plan to create 


United States embarks on the larg- 
est peace-time preparedness pro- 
gram in its history. 

Farms in the United States not 
only produce a wealth of products, 
whch would bulwark our line of sup- 
ply in the event of war, but they al- 
so produce, says Mr. Ford, hard- 
headed, clear-thinking men and 
women, who can be a big factor in 
keeping America American 

Mr. Ford also stated, “The co- 
ordination of America’s strength 
can only be accomplished through 
efficient management,” and he ad- 
ded: “This applies to farm products 
as well as industry.” 

California farmers, who lead the 
nation, both in efficient production 
methods, and in modern, coopera- 
tive marketing methods, would be 
the first to admit that there is still 
room for improvement in farm ef- 
ficiency. And certainly the farming 
industry stands ready to do its 
part, in every way possible, in help- 
ing the country to achieve the 
highest possible degree of economic 
preparedness. 

But perhaps the greatest contri- 
bution that could be made to the 
efficiency of farming industry must 
come from government, rather than 
the farmer. Government, if it wants 
to give the farmer more time for 
his farming, should try to reduce

DEFEKSE TAX 
BILL SIGNED 


Measure Permanently Cuts 
Income Levy Exemptions, 
Boosts Ceiling For Debt 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — President 
Roosevelt today signed the special 
$1,050,000,000-a-year tax bill de- 
signed to help defray the costs of 
the huge national defense program. 

The bill, which permanently low- 
ers income tax exemptions from $2,- 
500 to $2,000 for married persons 
and $1,000 to $800 for single indi- 
viduals, also raises the national debt 
limit $4,000,000,000 above the pre- 
sent $45,000,000,000 ceiling. 

The new bill creates a temporary 
five-year schedule of increased lev- 
ies which are expected to raise an 
estimated $750,000,000 a year. Such 
funds will go into a special treas- 
ury account earmarked for use only 
in retiring government obligations. 
Similarly, the debt limit boost is 
applicable only to defense expend- 
itures. 

Supertaxes (10 per cent over and 
above the ordfnary tax amount) 
are expected to yield $258,000,000; 
excise taxes (gasoline and miscel- 
laneous) $112,000,000; distilled spir- 
its $76,000,000; beer $46,000,000; to- 
bacco and amusement taxes $35,- 
000,000 each, estate taxes $29,000,- 
000; stocks and excess profits $12,- 
000,000; stamp taxes $7,000,000 and 
gift taxes $3,000,000.

LONDON, (lP) — Prime Minister 
; Winston Churchill told the House

| agreed to surrender her fleet in vi- 
|olation of pledges to Great Britain, 
but the House of Lords was ‘inform- 
‘ed that every effort would be made 
; to keep French warships fighting 
; with the Allies’ sea forces. 

The Prime Minister, asserting that 
France had pledged that the fleet 
never would fall into German hands, 
ridiculed Adolf Hitler’s pledge not 
to use French warships against 
| Great Britain,

A new armistice day took its place 
on world calendars today—one of 
mourning for France; of victory for 
Germany and Italy. 

German armies were overrunning 
two-thirds of France. Italian arm- 
ies, victors in a 14-day war, were 
| Poised to march into the coveted 
sectors of Savoy and Nice. 

The French armies were to be 
demobilized, grounding their arms 
after 296 days of war, 46 of which 
brought her to her knees under the 
| crushing German blitzkrieg. 

Fighting on the continent was at 
an end and Germany and Italy were 
ready to continue the war against 
Great Britain. No sooner had the 
“cease fire’ order been flashed to 
German and Italian troops than

| Shortage Of Qualified 
| Men May Hamper Defense 
Program, Says Speaker 


BERKELEY, (lP)—American in- 
| dustry suffers from a shortage of 
“qualified, experienced technical 
{men” which may hamper the na- 
tion’s preparedness program, Albert 
H. Hooker, Jr., Tacoma, Wash., to- 
day told The Society for the Pro- 
motion of Engineering at the Uni- 
versity of California. 

Hooker said the ‘supply of tech- 
nical workers was imadequate to 
keep industry abreast of current de- 
velopments. He advised engineering 
graduates to “take any kind of work 
to start with—the initial job is of 
small importance.” 

Delegates studied training plans 
for thousands of young technicians 
and suggestions for expansion of 
the nation’s program for prepara- 
tion of metals vital to national de- 
fense. Students who are willing to 
help build warships, tanks and air- 
planes will have quick opportunity 
to apply their engineering train- 
ing to practical purposes, speakers

VEN, though the thermometer 

plays mean tricks by climbing 
high and higher, we still need hot 
food—and at every meal. 

Cold cuts, cold salads, frozen des- 
serts, chilled drinks are all palate 
tickling. Somewhere along the line, 
however it’s wise to include a hot 
dish. Hot food helps the digestion 
to behave politely. And anyway, a 
contrast, a balance, of hot with 
cold gives any meal more’ zest. 

For example, suppose fruit juice 
or jellied soup comes first. Then 
make the next course a hot one, 
maybe meat pie and meat, loaf. Or 
if you serve cold cuts, begin the 
meal with a light hot soup. At 
noontime, hot soup can be the main 
dish, followed by crisp salad and 
cold dessert. 

Soup is one hot dish a woman 
can prepare without getting all 
heated up herself.
